Washington, Feb. 14.—Secretary 


Garrison's resignation last week has 
had far-reaching results upon Con- 
gress, in the opinion of administra- 


,-tion leaders. When the excitement 


following the unexpected 
develop- 


ment had subsided, it was apparent 
that it had clarified the legislative 
atmosphere with regard to two im- 
portant issues, national defense and 
Philippine 
independent, 
and

served almost magically 
to

Congress and the president closer 
together than they had 
been 
for 


many months. 
As to national defense, the resig- 
nation of the secretary finally seal- 
ed the fate of his continental army 
plan, which chairmen of both houses 
and senate military committees de- 
clared never could have been accept- 
ed by Congress.

began 
at 


once on preparation for framing a 
plan of federalization of the Nation- 
al Guard to create a reserve defen- 
sive force for the nation. Latent 
enthusiasm for 
preparedness 
was 
aroused in 
scores 
of 
influential 


members of both branches, who had 
been opposed to the continental armv 
plan, and who had been taking only 
a passive interest in the defense pro- 
gram. Now these members have put 
their .shoulders to the 
wheel and 
there is a prospect that an army re- 
organization bill will be perfected in 
the near future. 
'Representative Hay, chairman of 


the house committee, already is at 
•work redrafting the house bill, elim- 
inating the continental army feature. 
The senate military committee, hav- 
ing concluded its hearings, will .set 
down to the task of framing its bill 
tomorrow and Senator Chamberlain, 
the chairman, proposes

tee as the work progresses. An ef- 
fort will be made by both commit- 
tees to co-operate as much as possi- 
ble.

And Guards Kept Anyone

WALLS DECLARED UNSAFE 


Fire Broke Out Before Day- 


break And Was Fought 
Quietly By Private Com- 
pany And Nothing Was 
Known About It Publicly 
Until Men Reported For 
Work This Morning.

Schenectady, N. Y., Feb. 14.—The 


munitions plant 
of 
the 
General 


Electric company was wrecked by a 
fire today. 
The blaze was finally 


extinguished by the company's pii- 
vate fire department and no report 
was made to the city police or fire 
authorities. 
Officials 
of the com- 


pany withheld all information 
re- 


garding the fire. 


The employes of the 
munitions 


plant were sent home. It was re- 
ported that the roof of the building 
had fallen in and that the walls had 
been d&clared unsafe. 


The plant was guarded for some 


time and no one was allowed to ap- 
proach the munitions building to- 
day, 


The burned building was a small 


one-story structure ot concrete. For- 
merly it was used as an overall fac- 
tory but was purchased by the gen- 
eral electric a tew months ago and 
made into a plant for the manufac- 
ture of shell casings. 
There were 


no explosive or mllammable materi- 
als in the building. 
The fire broke 


out before daybreak but was fought 
quietly by the company's 
firemen 


and nothing was publicly known of 
it until after the men employed in 
the building reported and were in- 
formed that there was no work for 
them. 


The loss will be between $4,000 


and $6,000, George E. Emmons, the 
general manager estimated. 


"We do not attach any significance 


to the fire," said Mr. Emmons. "It 
started in a small shop where we 
have been making shells and spread 
to the main shop. 
It undoubtedly 


was caused 
by spontaneous com- 


bustion as much oil was used in the 
work incident to the shell making." 


Mr. Emmons said 
the 
damage 


would be repaired so that work could 
be resumed possibly tomorrow, but 
at any rate within two or three days.

Persian Agriculture. 


The great arid wastes of Persia 


would lead one to believe that the 
country does not produce sufficient 
grain to supply the needs of its popu- 
lation. Such, however, is not the case, 
and considerable quantities of grain 
are exported each year. The principal 
groins grown are wheat, barley and 
rice. Corn is planted in small q'uanti- 
ties, but Is used only for roasting ears. 
Oats and rye are seldom sown. Ex- 
cept along the Caspian coast. Persian 
agriculture is dependent almost entire- 
ly on irrigation. The agricultural im- 
plements used in Persia are of the most 
primitive kind. Plows are made from 
forks of small trees, with the addition 
of an iron share. It is stated to be doubt- 
ful, 
however, whether the yield of 


grain would be greatly increased by 
using modern plows, as there is no sod 
and this crude implement seems to stir 
the soil fairly well.

Grasshopper Glacier. 


Grasshopper glacier, at the headwa- 


ters of the East and West Rosebud riv- 
ers in the Beartooth mountains of 
Montana, derived its name from the 
myriads of grasshoppers Imbedded in 
the perpetual ice of that neighborhood. 
Many of the specimens are as perfect 
as if preserved in alcohol for exhibi- 
tion. In the opinion of scientists who 
made a first hand study of the glacier 
the insects were caught in a periodic 
southward flight and succumbed to the 
cold iu thelr.attempt to cross the moun 
tain range. The huge ice mass, under 
•whose crust the grasshoppers are bur- 
led, is virtually under the shadow of 
Granite peak, 12,842 feet high, the high- 
est in Montana. Only recently has Its 
existence as a perpetual glacier been 
verified, though as long ns forty years 
ago it was traditionally known iu eariy 
Montana mining camps and mountain 
towns. It was considered then merely 
a fanciful tale of pioneer prospectors 
and fur trappers who had penetrated 
to the upper reachc* of this branch of 
the nigged Kockies.—Argonaut.

ADVICE ON EGGS 


M. C. Killpatrick, poultry expert 


of the Agricultural 
Extension 
De- 


partment, 
Ohio 
State University, 


gives the following rules which will 
insure the selection of the best eggs 
for hatching purposes: 


1. Select eggs from' only the best 


hens in the flock. Twenty or twen- 
ty-five should be selected and the 
eggs from them kept for hatching 
purposes. 


2. Eggs for hatching should not 


weigh leas than two nor more than 
two 
and 
one-half 
ounces. They 


should not be washed as this lowers 
their vitality. 


3. The eggs should be gathered 


two or three times daily and placed 
in a dry place where the temperature 
is below 70 degrees F. 


4. Keep the eggs on their sides 


and turn twice daily before putting 
them into the incubator or under the 
hen. 


5. Avoid eggs that have transpar- 


ent shells or a roughed appearance; 
long, pointed or short round eggs 
should -not be used. 


6. Use eggs 
uniform 
in 
sizes 


they absorb the heat to a better ad- 
vantage. 
Hold no eggs for hatch- 


ing purposes longer than two weeks 
before putting them into the incu- 
bator or under the hen.

Jupiter's M< 


The statement that Jupiter's 


can occasionally be seen without op- 
tical aid by keen sighted persons needs 
some quallucatloii. 
Within the last 


quarter of a century the space pene- 
trating power of the camera, combined 
with the world's giant telescopes, has 
added uo fewer than five Jovian satel- 
lites to the four which Galilei dis- 
covered 300 years ago. Four of the 
nve new moons were "netted" at the 
famous Lick observatory, on Mount 
Hamilton, California, and the fifth is 
to the credit of Greenwich observatory. 
But all of the new discoveries are so 
small and, with one exception, so dis- 
tant from Jupiter that they are beyond 
the range of naked eye vision, even 
from Jupiter Itself, unless au observer 
on the planet had better eyesight than 
we terrestrials. Indeed, to see Satel- 
lite IX (the latest addition to Jupiter's 
family of moons) a hypothetical ob- 
server on Jupiter would need eyesight 
capable of seeing a star 300 times 
fainter than the faintest visible to hu- 
man eyesight—London Chronicle. 


The Frugal Breton. 


"As I watched the fishermen unload- 


ing their cargoes I had a striking illus- 
tration of Breton frugality," writes 
Herbert Adams Gibbons in an article 
»n "The Sardine Industry of Brittany," 
in Harper's Magazine. "So many sar- 
dines come into the port of Douarne- 
nez that their white, flecky scales cover 
the sand in mounds, washed up by the 
tides. Some of the boats have their 
decks covered several inches deep with 
the catch. But the fishermen actually 
count every sardine and send them 
ashore in baskets of exactly 200 each. 


"There is no guesswork, no approxi- 


mation by weighing. Since at low tide 
the boats are fifteen feet below the 
mole, the porters let down ropes to fish- 
ermen hi the boats. The baskets are 
drawn up one at a time. If a single 
fish happens to fall overboard they go 
after it with a hand net and make real- 
ly strenuous efforts to recover it. These 
are fishermen to whom the admonition 
to gather up the fragments would not 
have been necessary." 


Why It Bums. 


There are a number of chemical sub- 


stances which when applied to the skin 
will cause a burning sensation, and 
mustard is one of these. It acts on the 
tongue and other sensitive parts of the 
body as an irritant 
It causes the 


blood vessels to swell and discharge 
some of their contents. If It is left on 
the skin long enough It will blister. 
That is what happens when a mustard 
plaster is applied. Under the mustard 
plaster we find a red patch produced 
by the swelling of blood vessels.

The Spanish sauce is composed of 


juices extracted from a mixture of 
bam, veal, chicken and pheasant Ve- 
loute is similar, but is not colored. 
Bechamel is veloute to which cream 
has been added, and the German sauce 
is veloute plus the yolks of eggs.

20 PROSECUTED 


FOR VIOLATING 


MEDICAL LAWS 


Columbus, 'Feb. 14. — Secretary 


George H. Matson of the state medi- 
cal .board in the board's annual re- 
port made to Governor Willis today, 
stated that between January 1, 1915 
and June 30, 1915. twenty prosecu- 
tions for violation of the 
medical 


laws were instituted, 
resulting 
In 


nine convictions, one acquittal, two 
dismissals and three failures to in* 
diet.Three licenses of practicing phya 
cians were revoked. 'Since the medA 
ical law was enacted in 1896, the 
board has licensed 13,919 physicians 
and surgeons, 268 osteopaths 
and 


564 mid wives; 708 application 
to 


practice were rejected; 54 licenses 
have been revoked and seven physi- 
cians reinstated. 


The report cites that of the 
64 


medical colleges in the United States 
recognized by the Ohio board, these 
five are located in this state: Electic 
Medical college of Cincinnati; Ohio 
State University College of Medicine, 
and College of Homeopathic Medi- 
cine, Columbus: University of Cin- 
cinnati, and Western Reserve Uni- 
versity, Cleveland.
